tains thai the bent food for them is the
banana. He explains by stating that in
this disease the lining membrane of tbe
small intestines becomes intensely in
flamed and engorged, eventually begin
ning to slough away in spots, leaving
well defined ulcers, at which places the
intestinal walls beoonie dangerously
thin. , ,

Now, a solid i food, if taken into the
stomaoh, is likely to prodnco perforation
of the intestines, dire results naturally
following, and, this being the case,
solid foods or those containing a large
amount of iuuutritious substances are
to be avoided as dangerous.

But the banana, thongh it may be
classed as a solid food, containing as it
does some 05 per cent nutrition, does
not possess sufficient waste to irritate
tbe sore spots. Nearly the whole amount
taken into the stomach is absorbed, giv-
ing tbe patient more strength than can
be obtained from other food. American

are really astonishing when it is con-

sidered how slightly they have been de-

veloped. Of the 85,000,000 acres com-- :

posing the island It is estimated that
only 2,000,000 have been placed under
cultivation. Amazingly fertile as it is,
there is absolutely no limit to the pos-

sibilities of its production when' the'
area of cultivation shall be fully ex-

tended. Doubtless at tbe present junc-

ture many American farmers will be
attracted to a field so vast and so prom-
ising as affording greater scope for their
industry than can be secured at home.
Should such be tempted thither some
will no doubt succeed equal to their
most Banguine expectations, but it is to'
be feared that the majority will be dis-

circumstances which do hot prevail in
this country unless in the extreme
southern sections. Different. methods. of
agriculture muet of necessity be adopt '

ed, and the exoessive heat would be not
the least of the disadvantages a north-
ern farmer transported to Cuba' would
have to contend with. ,

r

' In elevated tablelands and in moun-

tain valleys wheat can be successfully
grown, as indeed it can, though less
plenteously, in other parts of the island,
but the lack of railway facilities places
a fatal bar against growing this grain
for export or even for home consump-
tion. That tbe island has capabilities
so far as this cereal is concerned was
evident for a long time; owing to a
piece of paternal legislation oh the part
of Spain. This, it may be remarked,
was thoroughly in keeping with ner
unvarying policy in fostering her colo-

nies. Ignoring the duty she owed to her
children in Cuba, the cultivation of
wheat was prohibited there, so that the
fields of the mother country might sup-

ply the colonists with bread. In conse-

quence of this American wheat was
often shipped to Cuba by way of Spain.
It cost tho Cubans much more to get it
in this roundabout way, but the reve-

nue of Spain was benefited. This was
the all important consideration, for tbe
Spanish in dealings with their descend-
ants across the water never thought of
the reciprocal duties involved in the re
lationship. When flour was sent from
New York direct to the island, the
tariff on it was $4.20 a sack of 200
pounds. This prohibition of wheat cul-

ture, with the inevitable increase in the
price of bread, was one of the causes
that led to the insurrection, whioh has
resulted in the loss of Cuba and so
much more to Spain.

But even under a milder rule, and
with freer advantages of trade it is
doubtful if wheat will be produced in
considerable quantities in Cuba, for the
simple reason that sugar and other
crops can be raised more profitably. For
many years to come the island will
probably be dependent upon this oonn-tr- y

for. its supply of flour. . , V, ,,
About Santiago as elsewhere through

out the island there are numerous oocoa-nn- t
groves. The tree grows readily and

speedily, and its nuts may be gathered
oheaply, for agile Cubans climb up the
smooth stems like monkeys and strip
the tree of its fruit in a short time.
Oranges of exquisite flavor grow spon
taneously in all parts of the island,
though no attention is paid to their cul-

tivation for exportation. There are six
kinds of bananas, and. snob, delicious
frnits as gnavas, mangoes, zapotas,
tamarinds, etc.

As an evidence of Cuba's great pro
ductive, wealth may be cited a .typical
peasant's home and 'surroundings visit-
ed during the recently ended insurrec-
tion. The family consisted of a mother
and her numerous offspring and an in-

valid husband. The family almost en-

tirely deponded upon the labor of a
grown son for subsistence, which was
obtained from the land, scarcely more
than an acre of which was cultivated.
Her land supplied her with all the
necessaries of life excepting clothing
and salt Of the former the family re-

quired but little and wore less, and in
cases of emergenoy a fair substitute for
the latter oould be obtained from . the
royal palm by a particular process of
boiling. The products of her small farm
as enumerated at the time consisted ol
coffee, sugar, molasses, ' beans, rioe,
honey, wax, sweet potatoes, yams, yno-oa- s,

bananas, corn, r poultry, pigs, two
oows, several horses and tobacco. ' The
family could also raise its owri cotton
and make its own cloth, as was done by
the aborigines, only that cotton spin-
ning and weaving are lost arts in Cuba.
Moreovor all the vessels and utensfls
Used by this family, with the exception
of pots, were the product of the im-
mediate neighborhood, sa: -

ple. Life- - under such circumstances
presents few incentives for industry.

The vast expanses of natural pasture
land in the island ought to proves
great attraction to farmers and others
who have devoted much attention to
the raising of cattle. But little atten-

tion was given by the Spanish govern-

ment to this source of wealth, for
Spain's political economy never consist-
ed so much in a direct land tax as in a
tax upon industry and commerce. Con
sequently a ranchman or a landed pro
prietor might M the owner of exten-

sive pastures and large herds of cattle,
but the government took no aocount of

it until the owner began to dispose of

his stock in the market.
With perpetual summer, or at least

no snow and frost to constitute a win-

ter as known, further north, the cattle
industry can be oonducted at the mini-
mum of 'cost. ,TJhe stock nevet need
housing, and the grass 'is as luxuriant
in the winter months as in the summer
time. ' Western men who fought in the
ranks of the rough riders in Cuba were
enthusiastic over the prospects it held'
forth for cattle ranches. During the in-

surrection the herds were greatly de-

pleted by the Cubans, who slaughtered
the cattle in many instances for the
kidneys alone and left tbe rest of the
carcasses to rot on the field. '

During the occupation of Pinaf del
Bio by the insurgents it was a singular
oversight on the part of the authorities
that in attempting to starve the rebels
out of that province' they did, not take
into consideration the fact that myriads
of cattle roamed over the grassy plains,
and that the tree olad hills and valleys
were alive with hogs, which fnrnished
the insurgents with an unfailing supply

- ' - ,;of food. ".
' The pasture lands' north of Trinidad

are so well adapted for the raising of
horses that it was, fornerly a common
phrase that even the beggars of.. Trini-
dad pursued their vocation on horse-

back. In the vicinity of Sanota Spiritus,
extending eastward to tbe province of
Santiago, are extensive prairies whioh
furnish grazing for great herds of cat-

tle. Some of them are without natural
water supply, but they have been pro-

vided with enormons wells at intervals.
These sometimes reach a depth of 800
feet, and the water is drawn by a noria,
a device employed by the Moors when
they occupied Spain. This consists of a
large wooden wheel made to revolve by
animal power, over which passes an
endless belt, to which buckets are at-

tached. The cattle ranges extend far
across that part Of Cuba termed Cama-gue- y

to Santiago province. '..
The mountains of Guantanamo, in

the vicinity of Santiago, are considered
the most productive coffee regions in
Cuba. Coffee is grown in every part of
the island. At one time it was as large-

ly cultivated in the valleys and plains
as is now tbe sugar cane, but at present
most of the coffee raising is done in the
district and neighborhood of Santiago
and in the jurisdiction of Guantanamo.
Land in this part of the island has been
particularly cheap, and planters in con
sequence have found it to their advan
tage, as their old places became worn
out, to sell them and remove to Gnanta
namo's beautiful hills, where the oil
mate is healthful, the crops excellent
and the land cheap. '

Coffee culture in Cuba for various
reasons has declined somewhat during
the past quarter of a oentury. . This has
been due in some degree to the practi
cally prohibitive tariff placed by the
United States on Cuban coffee in favor
of the Brazilian crop. Many who for
merly planted coffee now raise sugar

tone, partly because they can use in
this way to greater advantage their
large number of hands, and partly be
cause of the uncertainty of the coffee
crop, whose price varies from $3 to f30
per 100 pounds. .

The coffee plantations in Cuba most
noted for the Holiness and excellence of
the bean are those situated on the range
of mountains called the Sierra Maestra,
in the vioinity of Santiago, in the Vn-elt- o

Abajo, and in the distriots of ar

and San Marcos. ; ,

These plantations are known as
, They are among the most ex-

tensive agricultural establishments oar-rie- d

on in Cuba. They vary in size from
100 to more than 1,000 aores. In the
low country the number of hands is
about 100 to a large plantation. The
average elsewhere is about 50 negroes
to every 1,000 acres. '

Aguinaldo Is desirous of going to Paris
for the purpose of appearing before the
peace commissioners,, but he Is pre-
vented from so doing by the Jealousies
existing among the insurgent leaders.
